The Inhabitants In this farming 
village beat up members of 
the 
Communist-controlled local execu- 
ive council when, the latter tried 
to force the parish priest to ap- 
pear before It, according to Prav- 
da. 


Despite the jail sentences, reli- 
able reports from strongly-Catholic 
Slovakia said the peasants were 
still prepared to rise any time their 
irlests were threatened. 
These clashes climaxed the gov- 
ernment's camapign which church 
eaders 
said was aimed at state 
control of the 
Roman 
Catholic 
church and undermining the au- 
thority of Archbishop Josef Ber- 
an, primate of Czechoslovakia. 
Premier Zapotocky made a trip 
to Bratislava, 
Slovakia's capital, 
to participate In that 
province's 
annual three-day religious festival. 
This trip was regarded here as an 
Indication of how Important

Slavakla. 
It was also considered signifi- 
cant that he was accompanied by 
four other cabinet ministers—three 
of them Slovaklans.

Thompsoon, negro porter at the mo- 
tel, who said they bore a "great 
resemblance" to the couple who 
were with Thornton the night he 
was killed. 
Fred Folrlelgh, manager of the 
courts, said the woman looked 
"something like" the young woman 
who had come to the motel with 
the Thornton party. 
Galther said a key found In the 


possession of the young man ar- 
rested at Pecos was not a key to 
Thornton's automobile. 
Thornton's car was taken follow- 


ing his death and was abandoned

New Policy Being 
Sought By U. S. 
Toward Chinese 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
4—(ff)— 


The administration Is 
cautiously 
trying to work out a new policy 
toward Communist-spilt China. 
This effort, the first really posi- 
tive American approach to the sub- 
ject in several years, is being car- 
ried on mainly through confer- 
ences in a number of world cap- 
itals. 
How well it succeeds may be in- 


dicated In the immediate future, 
when Secretary of State Acheson 
and President Truman reply to 
questions raised by Senators bit- 
terly critical of the State Depart- 
ment's recent handling of Chinese 
affairs. 
. . 
The two big problems confront- 


ing policy-makers, diplomatic au- 
thorities said, are: 
1. What should the United States 


—In close cooperation with Britain, 
France and other Western powers 
—do about establishing economic 
and diplomatic relations with the 
Chinese Communists? 


2. What should this government 
do about. strengthening whatever 
effective anti-Communist forces are 
left by the crumbling Chinese Na- 
tionalist government? 


On the problem of dealing with 
the Chinese Communists American 
diplomats have been 
conferring 
with their western colleagues in 
the Chinese, British and French 
capitals, as well as here in Wash- 
ington. 
In general the Americans have 


urged a solid front in the Far East, 
as in Europe, with the same re- 
strictions against selling war ma- 
terials as those which now apply to 
trade with Communist countries 
elsewhere. 
While the decision Is yet to be 


made, most officials here believe 
that eventually—some months from 
now—the United States will try to 
establish a working relationship 
with the Chinese Communist re- 
gime expected to be set up next 
fall. 


Mr, Truman has yet to reply to 
a letter'from 21 senators who de- 
manded that he speak out against 
recognizing the Chinese Commun- 
ists. 


In addition, either the President 
or Acheson probably will have to 
meet the demands of what Senator 
Knowland (R-Callf.) called a "large 
number" of senators who want the 
United States to undertake a new 
China aid program.

CO-OPS DEFENDED BY 
REP. NOKES BEFORE 
ANNUAL MEET HERE

Rep. George O. Nokes, Jr., of 


Corslcana, urged members of the 
Navarro County Electric Co-oper- 
ative. Inc., at their annual meet- 
Ing here Saturday to resist vigor- 
ously all movements now under 
way to discredit co-ops. 
"I have heard co-ops criticized 
as unwarranted and unfair," de- 
clared Nokes. "But If it's unfair 
for a group like you to get togeth- 
er for their welfare, It was unfair 
for the early pioneer Americans to 
band together to form 
a 
better 
place In which to live." 
Speaking to some 250 co-op mem- 
bers In the City Park, the legis- 
lator defended co-operatives as a 
means for the people to secure 
their needs. 
Rural people needed electricity; 
either It would not be supplied or 
else rates were so high the pay- 
ments could not be made, Nokes 
said referring to the pre-Roosevelt 
days. 


"You 
didn't get your power," he 
said.' "because the private utilities 
considered it a bad 
Investment. 
We created competition In the pow- 
er bttplness, and competition made 
power available." 


As rural co-ops progress, Nokes 


said, more people will have tele- 
phones 
and 
electricity—conven- 
iences that were seen only In the 
city about 15 years ago. 
The main charge made against 
co-ops is the allegation that they 
don't pay taxes. Nokes explained 
that the only tax a corporation pays 
that a co-op doesn't pay is the In- 
come tax. 
Osle Cauble, local REA manager, 


told the co-operative members they 
had come a long way since 1937. 
when they organized, 
"Your co-op today 
Is 
worth 
more than a 
million 
dollars," 
Cauble laid. "We have 1100 miles 
of transmission 
lines 
serving 
about 3800 members." 


Recent Installation of two-way 
radios in vehicles Is another step 
toward a better, more efficient op- 
eration of the co-op, he reported 
Assailing the co-op 
opponents 
Cauble declared: 
"If the Federal government gave 
us our money, and we didn't pay 
taxes, we could serve all farmers 
free of charge." 


Cauble answered the charges by 
saying the co-ops definitely repay

period—27 In traffic accidents; 12 
by drowning- 25 by suicide or 
murder and 15 in various other 
ways. 
Nationally, death overtook 
at least 456 Independence Day 
celebrants. 


Of the victims, 220 died on the 


nation's 
jammed 
highways, 144 


drowned and 92 were killed in 
miscellaneous accidents. 


The traffic toll climbed steadily

Big Money Bills 


WASHINGTON, July 4—(Fh-A 
drastic slash In four money bills- 
Including Marshall plan and mill-, 
tary funds—was proposed today by 
Senator George (D-Ga) as the only 
"practical" way to keep the gov- 
ernment out of the red1 


George told reporters he favors 
a bill proposed by Senator MoLell- 
an (D-Ark), and backed by 62 sen- 
ators, which would order President 
Truman to cut five to 10 per cent 
off appropriations made by con* 
gress. 
But the Georgian, who heads the 
senate finance committee, said he. 
fears such a measure never will 
clear congress and get the approv- 
al of the president. Mr. Truman 
has poked fun at the legislators for 
asking him to cut funds instead of 
doing it themselves, 


"The only practical way to get 
any economy and avoid a big defi- 
cit this year Is for the senate to cut 
the big money bills that still 
are 
to come before It," George said. 
He noted that about $27.000,000- 


000 of the budget for the current 
fiscal year, which ends next June 
30, Is tied up In the economic co- 
operation administration, 
armed 


services, Independent offices 
and 
Interior department money bills. 


Members of the appropriations 
commttte have indicated they In- 
tend to wield the economy knife on 
these remaining measures, espec- 
ially since the government turned 
up with a $y,811,000,000 deficit 
In 


the year ending last Thursday, 
'"If the appropriations committee 
cuts those expenditures, I think 
the senate will uphold the commit- 
too." 
George said, "Furthermore, I 


believe the necessity for economy 
is such that whatever cuts the sen- 
ate makes will be sustained in 
great part by the house," 


George said a B per cent out In 
proposed spending "would practic- 
ally give us a balanced budget" for 
the year.

MENT 


On the face of~it, the Presi- 


dent's first proposals for re- 
oragnization of the execu- 
tive branch of the govern- 
ment, under the new powers 
just 
voted 
by 
Congress, 


would not shake the govern- 
ment out enough so that the 
casual citizen would be able 
to notice the difference. 


The President begins by 


proposing to establish a new 
cabinet position and a new 
department of government 
for the new cabinet secre- 
tary to direct. If by this 
move the size and cost of 
government should be re 
duced, it would be some 
thing new in Washington 
experience. The rest of his 
proposals are mostly for 
shifting of boards and agen- 
cies, centralizing control of 
a few of the independenl 
agencies.x Experience 
has 


been that in such shifting 
the size and cost of adminis- 
tration are seldom reduced 
are more often expanded. 


K may be that in this in 
stance the President's inten 
tions are different, that he 
really means to slash away 
useless and wasteful gov- 
ernmental 
structures and 


achieve better and more ef 
ficient operation. Taxpayers 
can hope so. It remains to be 
seen whether he intends to 
attack theJ real cancer of 
government. This is the per- 
nicious tendency of offices, 
boards, agencies and what- 
not, once established, to per- 
petuate and expand them- 
selves-, without regard for

the waste which may result 
from duplication of othei 
government operations, and 
often long after they have 
ceased to have any real and 
useful function.

If you want to get a new 


light on a familiar subject, 
read what outsiders have to 
say about it.

Britannica, 


published in the seventies 
and long a familiar sight in 
American private libraries. 
Britannica, now an American 
product, was then published 
in England.

As tossed about in 
connection with atomic re- 
search, the term usually re- 
fers to radio-active isotopes, 
which may be any one of a 
hundred or so 
materials 


made radio-active by expos- 
ure to'atomic bombardment, 
as a by-product of atomic re- 
search. Specimens of such 
charged materials have been 
shipped to Norway, and that 
is what all the shouting is 
about. 


Some radio-isotopes are 


useful for curing disease, as 
radio-iodine and radio-so- 
dium. Others are used in 
medical, industrial and agri- 
cultural reaserch. Most of 
them have no military signif- 
icance, except in so far as al- 
most everything has some 
military value.

The June figure Is considerab- 
ly higher than the Jan. 1 total 
of this year when the local office 
had 688 active cased on file. This 
number Included 116 females, 
and 296 World War n veterans. 
The 
general 
indication in the 


drop In employment Is shown by 
a comparison of the June totals

with the local all-time low report- 
ed Oct. 1, 1948. At this time tha 
Cortlcana office had an active file 
of 476 seeking employment. This 
Included 136 females and 216 vet- 
erans. 
The trend In the number of un- 
employed persons also Is Indicated 
by the fact that 185 new applica- 
tions were filed during June. Few- 
er new cases were filed In June 
than In May when 329 new cases 
ware added.
